London, September 17.—For the 
first time in generations, Germany 
and France are in peaceful agreement. 

The United News learns from 
wholly authoritative source that the 
two nations have agreed upon a basic 
formula to guarantee peace between 
them by means of a Rhineland treaty. 

Negotiations for a European secur- 
ity pact, carried on through regular 
diplomatic channels between Berlin | 
and Paris, and the conference of | 
allied and German legal experts in 
London, resulted in this agreement. 

Fulfill Disarmament Clauses. 

It also is authoritatively disclesed 
that Germany is faithfully and satis- 
factorily carrying out the disarma- 
ment clauses of the Versailles treaty. 

Franee made great concessions to- 
ward a Franco-German agreement, 


while the German attitude was sur- 
prisingly acceptable to the allies. 
When the ministers meet in Swil-

ACREAGE 1S URGED 


Tupelo, Miss., September 17.—_() 


Representative John E. Rankin, of 
Mississippi, today urged the depart- 
ment of agriculture to make public, in 
connection with its mid-September cot- 
ton crop report figures gathered by 
the department showing the amount 
of acreage abandoned in the cotton- 
growing states of the south. 

“This report ought to show the 
greatest acreage abandoament for 
many years,” Mr. Rankin said in a 
telegram addressed today to Secretary 
Jardine, of the department of agricul- 
ture, “Hundreds of thousands of 
acres in the drouth-stricken area have 
been abandoned. 
ing to us constantly from Texas farm- 
ers Who have been compelled to aban- 
don their crops because they did not 
make enough cotton to justify them to 
pick it and the effect that there are 
possibly a million acres or more in 
the southwestern portion of the cot- 
ton belt that will not make the seed 
back that were planted in the spring.” 

Mr. Rankin, who was named as chair- 
man of a committee appointed at a 
conference jast year of southern con’ 
gressmen to devise plans looking to the 
readjustment of crop estimates and 
ginners reports, in his telegram to the 
secretary of agriculture, cited that 
questionnaires had been sent out by 
the department calling for statements 
of abandoned acreage and declared that 
the withholding of this information 
“at this critical point of the harvest- 
ing season” would be “little short of 
a crime.” 

“You have this information at hand 
and the public is entitled to know 
what the abandoned acreage amounts

Chicago, September 
Owing more or less to reports of 
strained relations between Great Brit- 
ain and. Turkey and as a result of 
Minneapolis advices telling of good 
demand for flour, the wheat market 
today finished at a moderate net ad- 
vance. The close for wheat was un- 
settled, with gains of 1-4 to 1 1-8 
cents, December 1.51 3-8 to 1.51 1-2 
and May 1.54 1-4 to 1.54 3-8. Corn 
finished at 1-2 to 1 1-4 cents de- 
cline, oats 1-8 cent down to 1-8 cent 
np, and provisions varying from 40 
cents off to a rise of 22 to 25 cents. 

Rapid changes in price were the 
rule in the wheat market, but during 
the early dealings the fluctuations were 
all within a range above yesterday's 
finish. The fact that the Liverpool 
market showed an advance was re- 
garded by some traders as significant 
as possible Anglo-Turkish hostilities 
and also as tending to emphasize the 
smallness of immediate supplies at 
present on the way to Europe. Re- 
ports of threshing delays in Canada 
were also given attention, but were 
later more than offset by word of in- 
creased marketing of wheat by Cana- 
dian farmers. 

It was announced that more than 
40,000,000 bushels of wheat have al- 
ready been delivered from farms in 
Canada as against less than 5.000,000 
bushels a vear ago. This news as 
well ns absence of export business was 
in some degree responsible for late re- 
actions here from the day's top prices. 
On the other hand, Minneapolis nulls 
were said to have more fieur sold for 
shipment between now and December 
than was sold through the entire sea- 
son last year. Most Minneapolis mills 
were asserted to have 90 days’ cafpac- 
ity contracted for in advance, with 
some interior mills booked up to 
March 1. 

Improved weather conditions put 
corn market on the downgrade. Coun- 
try offerings both of old and new corn 
to arrive were larger. Oats “were 
steadied by smallness of receipts. 

In provisions, the market was ral- 
lied by buying on the part of packers. 
Farlier, the chief feature was selling 
out by holders of September and Oc- 
tober lard:
